able for thelr success in this city. He comes from 
avery wellknowa New York family,and when 
very young be entered into the dry-goods business, 
and, afterafew years, established a large lace 
pouse on Broadway, where, according to all re- 
ports. he was making remarkably large profits. Mr. 
Yard's most intimate friend at this time was Mr. 
charies G. Soaw, who was one of the most promi- 
nent men inthe city. Athis death Yard was ap- 
pointed agent of his estate by the widow and sole 
executrix, Mra. Sailie Carr Shaw. As the agent of 
the estate Mr. Yard was as successful asin busi-

Yrs Shaw then asked for an accounting of her es- 


tate, which was rendered to her, and the money and 


investments were found to be intact. Later on, 
however, it wasalleged that Yard had got into very 
shallow water,and that he had hypotnecated a 
pumber of Mrs. Shaw's bonds. Thereupon Mr. Yard 


was again called to render an account, and bonds 


amounting to $500,000 were missing. It was asserted 
on ali sides that, in order to clear his name fn busi- 
ness circles, Yard had taken the bonds, an:i, despite 
his protestations that they were held by his friends, 
and would be speedily returned, suit was begun 
against him. Yard, during these times, endeavored 
by every means to procure the money, but found it 
impossible to do so. and claimed thereupon that his 
bonds were held by persons who had determined to 
wreck bis good name and cast him into prison. 
While affairs were in this state, Yard packed his 
trunk Ope day and 
LEFT FOR EUROPE. 
He went direct to Paris, where he was well-known 
ss a business man, and tried again by the use of his 
own personal property to raise the anjunt 
of money necessary. but met with 
no success because, it is claimed, his enemies had 
meen before him and circulated derogatory reports 
concerning him. Meanwhile the suit was being 
fought in this city, the principal actors in which 
were Mr. Aaron J. Vanderpoel and Mr. N. C. Moak 
of Albany. It was claimed by Mr. Vanderpoel that 
the Shaw estate had been managed in a4 business- 
ike and excellent manner; that, notwithstanding 
ye failure of Mr. Yard, every security belongin: to 
‘ns Shaw had remained whole except the $500,000 
rorth of bonds, which were held by the enemies of 
Yard for the purpose of ruining him. Nevertheless 
the Grand Jury found an indictment against Yard, 
and last December both the social and the business 
world were startled by the announcement that Mrs. 
thaw bad determined 
TO SEND YARD TO PRISON. : 
Yard was living at Boulogne when the news of th 
wdietment reacbed bim, and be instantly sent word 
beck that he was conscious of his own integrity, and 
perfectly willing to returm and stand his trial, but 
at that time be was in such feeble bealth as to be 
unable to do 60. 
Mrs. Shaw's attorneys did not place any reilance 
npon his story, and steps were taken to have Yard 
extradited. Applications were made to Governor 
Cleveland for requisitions, and it was a month be- 
fore they were signed and two months before they 
had passed through the multitudinous offices of 
Washingtoa and sent to France. |
